U.S. Business 
May Be Shy 
In Confidence 


Lobor-Gommerce Data 
Indicate Nation's 
Economy In Good Shape 


WASHINGTON UPI - The govern­ 
ment's latest job figures indicated 
today the main trouble with the na­ 
t i o n ’? economy may be a lack of 
business and consumer confidence 
in the immediate future. 
Business and consumers alike 
are investing heavily in the long­ 
term future. The booming con­ 
struction industry is an indica­ 
tion of that. Business is spending 
heavily on new plants and equip­ 
ment, consumers are continuing 
to buy new homes. 


’A But a Labor-Commerce D epart­ 
ment survey on April employment 
showed yesterday that major trou­ 
ble spots in the economy are the 
factories, the mines and the trans­ 
portation field. 
This report said April employ­ 
ment was 60,000.000, up nearly half 
a million from March and that un­ 
employment 
had 
dropped 
from 
260,000 from March to an April to­ 
tal of 3,465,000. This conforms to 
se a s o n a l experience. 
However, the number of factory 
jobs continued to drop last month, 
with a decrease of 250,000 
from 
March and 1,350,000 below 1953.

MINING employment was 23,000 
under March and 100,000 under last 
year. There was a 15,000 gain in 
transportation employment in Ap­ 
ril, but the level still was 200,000 
below a year ago.

Consumers, worried about how 
things will go in the next year or 
so, are reluctant to take on short­ 
term debts.

WASHINGTON UH—Sen. Dirksen 
(RTH) said today he will ask the 
Senate Investigations subcommit­ 
tee for a showdown vote Monday 
on a “ concrete proposal which, if 
adopted, should end the McCarthy- 
Army hearings very soon.” 
Although Dirksen declined to

Fall Of Dien Bien Phu No Curb 


In Battle Against Red-Led Rebels 


PARIS .tv-France was plunged 
into gloom today by her shattering 
defeat at Dien Bien Phu but the 
military vowed to keep battling the 
Communist-led foe in Indochina. 
The loss of the bastion and its 
thousands of defenders on the eve 
of Indochina negotiations in Ge­ 
neva 
raised 
speculation 
that 
Premier Joseph Camel's govern-

ment might fall. 
In Saigon, Gen. Henri N avarre, 
commander of bFrench forces in 
Indochina, issued a terse order of 
the day saying “ the fight contin­ 
ues” despite the serious setback. 
The Red leaders of the Vietminh 
won a resounding military and po­ 
litical victory in the savage 20-hour 
battle that engulfed the fortress. A

Now Awaiting 
Ike Signature 


WASHINGTON (iP^-The St. Lawr- i 
ence Seaway, a notoriously slow- 
legislative starter, wound up in a 
blaze of speed yesterday when the 
Senate completed congressional ac­ 
tion and sent the measure to Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower 
An 
Atlantic-to-the-Great 
Lakes I 
passageway for ocean-going ships 
has been a project favored by ev­ 
ery U. S. President since World 
War I, including President Eisen­ 
hower. But the project was always 
blocked in Congress. 
This year the Senate OKd the 
bill in January and the House, vot­ 
ing on it for the first time Thurs­ 
day, approved a version with just 
minor differences. 
The legislation allows the Unled 
States to join Canada in building 
and operating the seaway so ocean 
vessels '’an sail as far inland as 
Toledo, Ohio. A 27-foot-deep canal

The $105 million cost to this coun­ 
try is to be met through sale of

Some years ago as m y father 
stood watching the rain w ashing 
the soil into the Congo Creek, he 
began to think about the topsoil 
that was 
washing aw ay. W hat 
could be done about it, he won­ 
dered? Ile talked it overw i t Ii 
the land owner and they decided 
to go to see the Soil C onserva­ 
tion Technician. Thus the f i r s t 
seed of conservation w as sown on 
our farm . 
The first step in this plan was 
to have m aps m ade of the farm . 
The first of these w ere m ad e 
in 
1949. The fields w ere then labeled 
as to erosion, soil-type and d ra in ­ 
age. New divisions of the 
fields 
w ere m ad e for better use of the 
soil. 
Sil tests w ere then m ade, 
and 
father w as told how much 
l i m e 
and fertilizer would be needed each 
y ear per acre. We now use 
even 
m ore than is recom m ended by the 
Conservation Office. The crop re s ­ 
idue all goes b ack into the soil ex­ 
cept what is sold in the form 
of 
m eat. The m any cattle and hogs on 
the farm produce valuable m a n u re 
for the soil.

WHILE FO R M ER LY three y ear 
crop rotation 
w as 
practiced, 
we 
now’ use* four-year rotation. T h i s 
rotation consists of a y ear of corn, 
then w heat, and two years of m e a d ­ 
ows. These m eadow s arc a m ixture 
of deep rooted legum e grasses w ith 
timothy or brom e grass to prevent 
biont in the cattle. We do not plant 
the steepest slopes in the 
rolling 
fields. Thpse are the m ain w’ays of 
preventing 
soil 
erosion 
on 
our 
farm . 
A few years ago a group of f a r m ­ 
ers in our township w ere asked to 
plant m ultiflora roses. We planted 
three-fourths of a mile of the multi- 
flora roses along a ditch. Although 
our fence does not have its f u l l 
growth, we have a beautiful, 
as 
well as useful fence. 
It 
provides 
food and shelter for birds, rabbits, 
and other form s of wild life. 
In the n ea r future we plan 
to j 
deepen and clean out the 
o p e n 
ditches. This will provide 
better 
drainage for the tile system . 
Although we do not own our 
land, our land owner has alw ays 
been enthusiastic about the con­ 
servation plans and cooperated 
with th em . F o r he too realizes 
the g reat benefits from con serv a­ 
tion. 
On our farm , conservation is p a v ­ 
ing the w ay so th at the soil is rich ­ 
er and xrwie productive, the crops 
are la rg e r and better, the 
cattle 
and hogs a re fatter and of higher 
quality. Yet, nay father does 
not 
have to w ork so long or hard as 
his fath er did. But, his life too, like 
that of the soil is richer. He also 
knows th a t because he is p ra c tic ­ 
ing conservation on this farm , he 
will leave a g re a te r soil heritage 
to the fu tu re generation. 
The population of Am erica

ever increasing. Yet, 
we 
A m eri­ 
cans a re am o n g the most careless I 
users of the soil, and the 
m o s t 
wasteful of the food it provides. If 
we are to stop this careless use of 
the soil and feed the future A m er­

MOTHER'S DAY 
MOTHER, FOR WHOM a day a year is 
set aside, has loyalty and instinct to pro­ 
tect offspring implanted in her by the mys­ 
tery of providence. These high qualities 
have inspired the adoration of songs and 
poetry throughout the ages.

CHIANG U P AGAIN 
GENERALISSIMO Chiang Kai-shek, for­ 
m e r head of all China and now conserving 
his remaining forces on Formosa, has been 
on the ropes so often that it must give him 
a grand and glorious feeling to hear that 
his stock is rising again. 
The situation is this: The administration 
is Committing the United States to saving 
Southeast Asia from Communist strength. 
Chiang has an arm y of 250,000 and h a s 
trained 2,000 aircraft pilots. His a r m e d 
forces are not the best but are sufficiently 
formidable to force Red China to k e e p 
500,000 troops in the south to guard against 
possible invasion from Formosa. Those 
Bed troops are not available for aggres­ 
sion action in Indochina or elsewhere. 
Chiang remains a symbol of hope f o r 
12 million “ overseas Chinese,” who live in 
other countries but would probably cooper­ 
ate with Red China if Chiang were out of 
the way and all nations recognized the Red 
regime. As it is, these overseas Chinese, 
who might become troublesome, a re re­ 
garded as having been neutralized.

In the 1930’s, that criticism first 
appeared in the form of a debate as to 
whether the “ incompetents” selected by 
the people at elections were as able as the 
specially trained men, experts in particu­ 
lar fields. 
As the num ber of government employees 
increased and as the operations of govern­ 
ment found itself increasingly dependent 
upon these experts for knowledge of par­ 
ticular operations of the many new bureaus 
and offices which were created in s u c h 
profusion that neither the public nor Con­ 
gress could keep up with them.

Gall Bladder Infections 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
GALL bladder infections are no 
longer blam ed on germ s alone, 
b u t r a th e r on th e presence of 
stones causing an irritatio n of th e 
bladder. T he infection does n o t 
often occur w ith o u t stones being 
present. Eighty-five to 95 p er cen t 
of gall bladder infections a re a c ­ 
tually due to a prior irrita tio n by 
gall stones. T he infection devel­ 
ops a fte r th e irritatio n h a s ta k e n 
place for a couple of days. 
Most often, th e stones lodge In 
th e d u ct or opening of th e gall 
b la d d e r le a d in g to t h e l a r g e r 
passages. W hen a stone lodges In 
th is o pening or duct, it becom es 
blocked. In fectio n can th e n set in 
very easily. 
Symptoms of Ailment 
T h e sym p to m s of a gall b lad d er 
infection, as a rule, s ta r t w ith 
severe p a in in th e rig h t upper 
p a rt of th e abdom en, w hich m ay 
travel u p th e back. B elching a n d 
a feeling of pressure along th e 
lower ribs m a y also be present. 
T h e s t a r t is usually very sudden, 
a n d becom es rapidly progressive. 
T h ere a re s h a rp colic-like pains, 
b e c o m in g p r o g re s s iv e ly w o rse. 
T h e ab d o m in al m uscles become 


rigid and th ere m ay be n au sea 
with vom iting of a green m a te ­ 
rial. There m ay also be fever. 
Often Unnoticed 
Stones ca n be unperceived for 
m any years, causing no difficulty. 
However, if a stone shifts in posi­ 
tion an d gets lodged in th e o p en ­ 
ing of the gall bladder, difficulty 
will occur. 
If a severe a tta c k is discovered 
w ithin a few days, m a n y surgeons 
believe 
th a t th e 
gall 
bladder 
should be rem oved im m ediately. 
However, if th e infection is very 
severe, th e gall bladder often 
m ust be drained a n d rem oved a t 
a la ter time. 
Gall bladder disease, w ith m o d ­ 
ern m ethods of tre a tm e n t, is n o t 
as dangerous today as it was ju s t 
a few years back.

rective in part as* follows: 
“ It is the desire of the Post Of­ 
fice Department to encourage pa­ 
trons of the rural delivery service 
to provide suitable 
mail recep­ 
tacles, and to erect them so that 
they will be readily accessible to 
the carrier, and present a neat ap­ 
pearance. 
“ RURAL MAIL boxes which are 
not properly erected, or not in good 
condition, retard the delivery of 
mail and expose it to dam age from 
the weather. 
“ It is especially desirable that 
that boxes be maintained in a con­ 
dition that will assure proper pro­ 
tection to mail placed therein, that 
the names of the box owners be in­ 
scribed on the side of the boxes, 
visible to the carrier as he ap­ 
proaches them, and that the boxes 


and their supports be kept painted. 
“ Patrons who have unapproved 
boxes of top opening, 
revolving 
door, or other type, are not 
re­ 
quired to discard them provided 
the boxes have been in use by the 
present owners for several years 
and are maintained in good serv­ 
iceable condition. 
“ Any boxes not of the present 
standard type, which are of such 
design that they can not be proper­ 
ly served by the carrier from his 
vehicle, or are in such condition as 
not to protect the mail, should be 
replaced with boxes of the approv­ 
ed type. 
“ Boxes, 
regardless of t y p e , 
should of course be of such design 
and in such condition that there will 
be no likelihood of the rural c a r­ 
riers being injured whoa, serving 
them.”
